The union of the Northern Presby- 
terian church and the Cumberland Pres- 
byterians is assure<l by the practically 
unanimous vote of the Presbyterian 
General Assembly. The Cumberland 
church is the result of the action of the 
general assembly, nearly a century ago, 
in cutting off certain Presbyteries on 
the ground of their being unsound theo- 
logically. This unsoundness was in the 
general direction of what is now called 
liberalism, or a relaxation of Calvinism. 
The merger is facilitated by the revis- 
ion of its creed made last year by the 
Northern church. There seems now to 
be no especial reason for the Northern 
and Southern church to remain apart. 
To facilitate the union the Northern 
church has voted in favor of the gener- 
al principles of separate Presbyteries 
for different races or nationalities, which 
means white and black Presbyteries in 
the same territory. This concession to 
the feelings of the South will faciliute 
the union of the Southern with the 
Northern church, as to which there has 
been much talk, but no specific meas- 
ure is pending. 

The colored ministers of Cleveland, 
O., resolved, after the discussion of the 
question that intermarriage between 
the whites and blacks is the only solu- 
tion of the race question. This kind of 
proposition may do very well to agitate 
North of the Ohio river, where some 
white people are on social equality with 
the Negroes, but unless they want to be 
roughly handled they had better not 
deaden over the line and advocate it. 
There will be no intermarriage of 
whites and blacks in the South, even if 
there were no laws against micegena- 
tion.
